Decisive Action on the Gas Ques- 


tion—Report on the Water 


Rates—More Walks; 


The adjourned meeting ot the city 


council was held last night, Mayor Eanan 
in the chair, and all the alderman except 
Wayne present. 


Ella Housen was granted permission to 


peddle notions without license in tbe city. 


BKPOBTS. 


The special committee, on water inspec- 


tion presented their report. On motion 
it was accepted and ordered published. 
It is as follows: 
To Hie Hon. Cltii Council: 
Your epoclai comnilttoo, authorized JUDO 
let, 1885, to makuu detailed examination unit 
inspection of the water service of the city, 
witb u viow to tbo more thorough enforcement 
of the ordlnanccH oonoernlni? water supplied, 
and the equalization of rates, and also to pro- 
cure a complete list of connections mado with 
tbo sewers of tbe oily, beg leave to submit tbe 
following- report: 
Au Inspection from house t« house on tho 


llQou 01 ine water mains was first undertaken, 
and a detailed statement procured as to Ihe 
purposes for wblob water was used ID each 
dwelling, uiftuulactory, &o. These reports 
were olussliled aa last aa returned, and as soon 
as possible your committee proceeded to c»io- 
lully compare tho returns with tho ordinance 
governing water consumption. Your coin* 
mlitoo were Impressed with tbe propriety of 
amending the ordinance nxlng rates, as H 
number of purposes for which water Is used 
had no rates alllxod, but had heretofore been 
rated arbitrarily. The water rules and rates ol 
otbor titles Iu this state (corresponding In size 
and population with this city) wore procured 
and carefully compared; as a result an ordl- 
ouuceln effect July 1st was adopted by your 
honorable body, and your committee has com- 
pleted the work of revision by applying tbo 
ordinance rutos to tho returns mado, thereby 
equalizing tho charges for water consumed, 
uud rating each consumer on an ciiultublo 
basis ae near as may be. By tbe amended or- 
dinance tho rates ct water charges wore de- 
creasi'd by abolishing "lawn sprinkling," or 
rather consolidating "lawn and street sprink- 
ling," as nn enumerated rate, and by decreased 
rates on "dwellings by room and bath-tubs.' 
Tho apparent Increase of charges oocurriDK 
In inclivlitu'al cases Is a result of a lack of 
equality In not heretofore rating according to 
ordinance for actual consumption, hart grown 
up an Imperfect method neither fulr nor Just 
to other consumers. Your commltleo havo 
endeavored lo rate all equally for equal use. 
Tho investigation as to use brought out the 
fact of water Used and not recorded or collect- 
ed tor. TblB makes up a part of the gain to 
revenue by added enumerated UBCB, uud by 
equalizing rates. Tho balance of gam to reve- 
nue la accounted for. In tbe aggregate tbo 
rates arc lower In this olty than oliher Dan- 
vlllo BloomlDgion or Jacksonville, and lor 
Ilku uses less tban Chicago, Bt. Louis, Cleve- 
land, Cincinnati, ic. As a result of the labors 
ol tbo committee ihey would report that the 
approximate revenue to be derived from tbo 
wutcr works system for the year ending July 
1st, 18SO, S1B.500; gain to rovonuo over prcced- 
lug year, *^,50U; number of water takers to 
date, 6.W: street hydants for lire service, 131; 
length ol street maius, 11 miles 2,013 feel: size 
ot mains ae appears from plat records IU. 1-, 
8, i) and 4 incb. Au entire change In books 
and methods of collection has boeu established 
by your committee, and In their Judgment 
upon n business bati*. It has been the aim of 
your comuiHlco to simplify methods, estab- 
lish accuracy,! devise a system of eheoke, and 
secure Ud near as may bo just and equllatilo 
onmpeusailou for water furnished consumers. 
AH one of the redulis your committee uro ot 
iho opinion (but the city council can Iu tho 
near future reduce water charges upon all 
(except motor power and special raius) at 
IfiiBt 10 per cent. In'consideration <>f prompt 
paymout: and Ibon produce revenue Bulllvleul 
to pay all running oxnunstH, mavbluery re- 
pairs, salaries, ic., without assistance Irom 
any olbcr revonoe fund accruing to iho trea- 
sury of the city. Vour committee herewith 
also bund you a canifully compared lint of 
tttps or ciinneclloiiH mudis with the Bowers ol 
Ibis olty.

of Lnray ID the Sbenandoah valley, 
Virgiuia. We left Washington on 
the 8 30 train, going by way of the 
"picturesque B & O " through the 
highlands of upper Maryland and 
skirting along the shores of the Poto 
mao which at Harper's Ferry unites 
with the Shenaudoab. Swinging of 
to the. southward at Harper's Ferry 
we followed the Bhenandoah river 
down through the famous vallej 
henunei on either side by a rim o 
blue mountains, till at a little pat- 
midday we found ourselves at ou: 
destination, the town of Lnray, in 
all a distance of about 125 miles 
"Yonr readers have doubtless read 
and beard much of the wonderfn 
"Luray Caverns" discovered in 187! 
and since visited by many thousand 
of tourists, but I doubt if an; 
amount of reading or previous eflor 
of the imagination could prepare on 
in any degree for the wonders anc 
beauties of the reality itself. 
Thi 


may be more fully realized when w< 
learn that the general verdict o 
travelers as well as scientists is tha 
for combined extent, scientific inter 
est, and beauty and variety of it 
calotte formations, these caves ex 
ceed any and all others yet discovered 
The Mammoth and Wyandotte ar 
larger, to be sure, but their walls ar 
comparatively bars 


On arriving at the station, a hand 


some "Queen Anne" shucture, b 
the way, reflecting credit upon the 
taste of the Shenandoah Valley K 
R company, by whom it is owned 
and we found stages in,readiness tc 
drive us immediately to the caves—- 
about a mile west of the railroad 
Our party of BIX with two others jns 
filled our stage, and after a brie I 
drive of some twenty minutes, most 
ly uphill, commanding on all sides 
beautiful view of mountain ranges 
the Blue Kidge on the east and th 
Shenandoah on the west. 
We wen 


lauded near a small, round toppei 
structure, which is built over the 
enhance to the cave.

were disappointed. 
AVe had no 


"read up" in the guide book of this 
arrangement nud had expected to 
enter the cave in the regulation etor; 
book fashion, through a yawning 
opening in the hillside 
But th 


duver insisted on "dumping" us 
here, so down wo bad to climb, dia 
missing our cherished 
hopes 


yawning chasms and "open sesames' 
once and forever1 


The little building aforenientione 


is built on the 01 own of a hill, the 
highest in this part of the valley 
under which he the wonderful mib 
terranean caverns 
Nothing in tb< 


vicinity would convey a suspicion o 
the close proximity of the caves 
The hillside is sparsely covered with 
scraggy cedars, rocks and a little 
poor grass, looking as much like i 
deserted cow pasture as anything 
else 
On entering the building w 


registered our names, and were then 
"taken in tow" by one of the guides 
who led us down two staircases, the 
second taking us immediately into 
the caves. At the head of the latter 
we were met by a cool rush of air, o 
a temperature varying little from 5( 
degrees at any time, which was rath 
er a surprise to the tourist o 
"ye linen duster," who is to be 
found 
on 
every 
such 
occasion 


We'll not attempt to describe our 
feelings on entering this strange 
weird place—no, we'll save you the 
afllictiou this time. 
Suffice it to say 


that the novelty alone is sufficient 
to invite many hours stay and then 
one feels but half [satisfied with his 
visit 
The cave is lighted by eleo 


trio lights, besides numerous can 
dies in out of the way places. 
The 


formations under the names of stalao 
tite and stalagmite take beautiful ant 
grotesque forms, and the briihanl 
light reveals images pleasing enough 
to suit the most fanciful imagina 
tion. 
The variety is endless and 


the thought imposed upon the stu 
dent of nature must be sublime The 
length of walks in the cave aggre 
gate 2J miles, leading through epa 
cions "rooms" and at times through 
passages too low in which to walk 
erect 
Passing under a massive stal 


actitio formation we returned aid 
viewed the Fallen Column, which 
may be compared to a log eight feet 
in diameter. 
Some scientist goes so 


far as to say that "four thousand 
years must have passed since its fall, 
and seven millions of years were 
consumed in its formation." Al- 
though this cave was discovered only 
seven years ago there are indications 
that the place was known to Indians 
Notable omoug these are bones im 
bedded in rock, supposed to be those 
of an Indian boy, and several well 
defined moccasin tracks, first plant 
ed in eoft mud bat now held in solid 
rock. 


The enjoyment of the visit was 


much increased by the presence of 
a real guide. To be sure he remind 
ed one of a talking machine as much 
as anything else, but the native sim 
plicity of the backwoodsman crop- 
ped out in every sentence. In spite 
of previous "coaching," classical and 
mythological names applied to\for 
mations and chambers of the cave, 
were aa Greek to his tongue, and it 
was with difficulty that we repressed 
a smile at bis attempt to pronounce 
many of them. 
"Now if you'll ju»t 


staa' back thar a space you'll get a 
good view of the 'Syracen's Tent,' 
a-id off thar to the right whar the 
lectno light falls on that white col- 
nmn is called 'Prosepee's Column!'" 
One of the ladies of onr party even 
suggested that he ought to be writ- 
ten up. On emerging into the upper 
world again, after a stay of an hour 


and a half—much too short a time 
lor more than a glimpse in general, 
we were forcibly struck with the 
change in temperatui*. 
The differ- 


ence of 30 deg , (from 58 to 88), had 
much the effect of a sudden plunge 
into a Turkish bath. 


Nor was the return trip much less 


enjoyable.' 
Our train following the 


historical SheuandoBh, whirled us in 
an almost continuous curve, and oc 
casionally we caught glimpses oi 
mountains rising blue in the dis- 
tance, one above another, the lasl 
ridge crowned by a smooth outline 
of cedars 
At Harper's Ferry we 


were treated to the most picturesque 
view. 
The sun was just setting ba 


hind the mountains as we passed 
through the place, and though hid 
den from our view, still reflected dis 
tinotly the rocky outline of Maryland 
Heights, which loom, half covered 
with stunted oaks and cedars over 
head. Just then, to complete the 
picture, a mountain goat appeared 
on an overhanging rock more than i 
thousand feet above us, and stood 
motionless until lost from sight. 1 
have since learned that these am 
mals, though still claimed by one 
John Reed, who many years ago 
placed a few there, aie practically 
wild, and make these rugged moun 
tains their home. 


A word as to the country, Virgin 


ia, through which we passed. It is 
indeed "fwr to look upon," and in 
many places the reddish soil looks 
quite fertile, but nowhere did we see 
land, from an agricultural point o" 
beauty, that can compare with Illi 
nois "mud." However, \\ithalittli 
Western enterprise portions of thi 
soil might bring good returns, foi 
land is cheap and markets are both 
near and good. 
A considerable por 


tion of the land is pastured, anc 
grnzing must be quite profitable, bu 
much of it must be used for grazing 
alore, owing to the rocky character 
of thosoil
